Double Murder. Belief. 
From his son by his first wife, John 
Lincoln, aged twenty, p olice obtained 
information tending to shew that Lin­ 
coln had p remeditated the killing and 
also tending to strengthen the belief 
that he had in fact killed both Shoup 
and Mrs. Lincoln. 
A week before the two deaths, John 
said, his father had directed him to 
write a letter to Ralp h Shoup , Mrs. 
Lincoln’s brother, at Mount Pulaski, 
111., teiling how mean Mrs. Lincoln 
and Byron Shoup were to both father 
and son. 
The father dictated the let­ 
ter and he wrote it, the son said. Chief 
of Detectives Wirz has the letter. 
Lincoln, in his confession, also told 
in detail how he had observed with 
satisfaction the ap p arent p olice and 
newsp ap er accep tance of the theory 
that he had been murdered on Ap ril 
30. 
He told of traveling about the 
country in fancied security and of his 
return because he needed money.
